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WORLD  SUGAR  PRODUCTION 
TO  BE  RECORD  IN  1977/78        , 

Summary 

The  first  estimate  of  world  sugar  output  in  1977/78 
is  for  an  outturn  of  90.7  million  metric  tons,  4  percent 
above  1976/77  output  of  87.3  million  tons.  The 
1977/78  outturn  is  likely  to  be  some  5  million  tons 
above  consumption.  Stocks  will  be  increased  by  an 
equivalent  amount  during  the  1977/78  season.  Based 
on  past  experience,  it  is  likely  that  this  estimate  of  the 
1977/78  world  sugar  harvest  will  not  vary  more  than  2 
percent  from  the  actual  final  outturn. 

The  largest  production  increase  is  expected  in  the 
USSR  where  favorable  weather  improved  beet  sugar 
prospects.  Brazil  continues  to  expand  output  fairly 
rapidly.  France  will  also  see  a  sizable  increase  because 
of  better  weather  and  Economic  Community  produc- 
tion incentives.  The  major  decreases  are  expected  in 
Italy,  the  United  States,  Thailand,  and  the  Philippines. 

Production  of  both  cane  and  beet  sugar  is  expected 
to  be  greater  in  1977/78  than  in  the  year  before,  with 
beet  sugar  output  up  by  2.2  million  tons  and  cane 
sugar  by  1.2  million  tons.  World  cane  sugar  output  of 
54.8  million  tons  in  1977/78  will  be  60  percent  of 
total  world  sugar  production.  Beet  sugar  output  will  be 
nearly  36  million  tons. 

A  new  International  Sugar  Agreement  was  recently 
negotiated  and  is  expected  to  enter  into  force  on  a 
provisional  basis  on  January  1,  1978.  A  number  of 
countries  will  sign  and  agree  to  implement  the  Agree- 
ment, subject  to  later  parliamentary  ratification.  The 
price  range  established  in  the  new  Agreement  is  1 1  to 
21  cents  per  pound  and  will  be  defended  by  export 
quotas  and  stock  accumulation  and  release. 

The  exporting  members  of  the  Agreement  have  the 
potential  to  ship  about  17  million  tons  of  sugar  in 
1978,  but  the  Agreement  will  limit  such  exports  to 
about  13.3  million  tons.  An  additional  reduction  may 
be  made  if  the  price  remains  below  1 1  cents.  Exporters 
are  required  to  place  at  least  1 .0  million  tons  of  sugar 
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into  special  stocks  during  the  first  year  of  the 
Agreement. 

World  output  of  noncentrifugal  sugar  in  1977/78  is 
expected  to  be  just  slightly  above  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
Production  will  be  up  an  estimated  100,000  tons  in 
India,  but  down  by  40,000  tons  in  Colombia  and  by  a 
like  amount  in  Guatemala. 

Production  of  industrial  molasses  is  expected  to 
increase  by  4  percent  in  1977/78  over  last  year's  to 
30.5  million  tons.  The  largest  gains  are  expected  in  the 
USSR  and  Brazil,  while  major  declines  are  estimated 
for  the  United  States  and  the  Philippines. 

NORTH  AMERICA 

Sugar  production  will  be  about  the  same  in  1977/78 
as  a  year  earlier.  Output  will  be  up  by  300,000  tons  in 
the  Caribbean  area,  but  will  be  down  in  the  rest  of 
North  America. 

Canada.  Consumption  of  sugar  is  expected  to 
decline  in  1977/78  for  the  second  year  in  a  row, 
mainly  because  of  economic  conditions.  Imports  have 
also  decreased  and  will  total  only  around  800,000  tons 
in  1977/78  despite  reduced  production  of  118,000 
tons.  The  use  of  high  fructose  corn  syrup  and  xylitol 
reportedly  has  been  increasing. 

Cuba.  Output  is  expected  to  be  up  by  200,000  tons 
in  1977/78  from  that  of  a  year  earlier.  Although  an 
effort  is  being  made  to  mechanize  harvesting,  emphasis 
continues  to  be  placed  on  the  industrial  aspects  of 
sugar  production.  Three  bulk-loading  terminals  report- 
edly are  to  be  completed  within  the  next  year  for  a 
total  of  seven  such  facilities.  The  present  5-year  plan 
that  ends  in  1980  also  calls  for  the  construction  of  four 
sugar  mills  in  addition  to  the  approximately  150 
already  operating.  Domestic  consumption  of  about 
600,000  tons  of  sugar  will  leave  5.4  million  tons 
available  for  export  in  1977/78.  Cuba  has  a  commit- 
ment to  supply  the  USSR  with  about  3  million  tons 
per    year    through    1980.    There   is   also   a   long-term 


agreement  with  Japan  for  a  total  of  1  million  tons  from 
mid- 1976  to  1980.  Additionally,  Cuba  has  an  agree- 
ment with  Spain  for  140,000  tons  in  1977  and  75,000 
tons  in  1978. 

Dominican  Republic.  Output  continues  to  expand 
in  the  Dominican  Republic.  Production  in  1977/78  is 
expected  to  reach  1 .4  million  tons,  a  record  level.  Both 
harvested  area  and  yields  are  up  as  is  the  sugar 
extraction  rate.  In  1977/78,  over  1.2  million  tons  will 
be  available  for  export. 

Mexico.  For  the  second  consecutive  year,  no  sugar 
exports  were  reported  in  1976/77.  At  the  same  time, 
there  have  been  no  official  sugar  imports  during  the 
past  2  years.  Imports  and/or  exports  of  sugar  in 
1977/78  will  depend  on  production  and  Government 
policy  towards  domestic  consumption.  Production 
before  1976  stagnated  because  of  strict  controls  on 
consumer  prices.  In  the  spring  of  1976  cane  planting 
was  expanded,  but  these  plantings  will  not  become 
mature  until  the  next  crop. 

Two  new  mills  will  begin  operating  in  1977/78,  one 
in  Veracruz  on  the  eastern  coast  and  the  other  in 
Quintana  Roo  on  the  Yucatan  Peninsula.  The  com- 
bined production  capacity  of  these  two  mills  will  be 
200,000  tons  of  sugar  annually.  The  National  Sugar 
Industry  Commission  (CNIA)  is  to  absorb  the  debt  of 
13  private  sugar  mills  and  will,  thereby,  acquire 
majority  ownership  of  these  mills. 

United  States.  The  1977/78  beet  sugar  outturn  is 
expected  to  be  down  at  least  500,000  tons,  reflecting 
reduced  plantings  in  the  most  important  producing 
States  and  lack  of  water  for  irrigation  in  the  west.  U.S. 
cane  sugar  output  on  the  Continent  is  also  expected  to 
be  slightly  lower,  mainly  due  to  weather  conditions 
that  delayed  maturity  and  reduced  yields.  Production 
in  Hawaii  will  probably  be  about  the  same  as  a  year 
earlier.  However,  output  will  continue  downward  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

U.S.  sugar  imports  will  be  higher  in  1977  than  the 
4.1  million  metric  tons  of  a  year  earlier.  U.S.  sugar 
exports  in  1977  are  expected  to  be  down  considerably 
from  the  65,000  tons  exported  in  1976.  Sugar  deliv- 
eries during  1977  will  probably  be  up  and  per  capita 
consumption  in  1977  will  be  near  the  95-pound  level 
of  1976. 


expected  to  increase  in  the  near  future  in  the  wake  of 
the  Government's  recent  liberalization  of  retail  sugar 
prices. 

Brazil.  Output  should  rise  to  a  record  8.6  million 
tons  in  1977/78  as  sugarcane  production  continues  its 
generally  steady  expansion  in  sugar  as  well  as  alcohol. 
Exports  of  all  types  of  sugar  during  January-August 
1977  at  1.33  million  tons  more  than  doubled  the 
quantity  exported  during  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.  Exports  could  reach  2  million  tons  in  1977, 
spurred  by  a  subsidy  paid  out  of  the  Sugar  Export 
Fund.  Although  1977/78  production  progressed  well  in 
the  central-south  region,  the  milling  season  in  the 
northeastern  region  normally  finishes  around  the  end 
of  April. 

Colombia.  The  forecast  is  for  slightly  lower  sugar 
production  in  1977/78.  Despite  increased  harvested 
area,  dry  weather  during  the  early  part  of  the  season 
reduced  yields.  Imports  through  September  totaled 
82,000  tons,  and  there  were  no  exports.  No  sugar 
imports  or  exports  are  anticipated  during  the  rest  of 
1977/78.  Panela  (noncentrifugal  sugar)  output  declined 
in  1  977/78  because  dry  weather  reduced  cane  yield. 

Peru.  Output  may  be  up  slightly,  although  the  sugar 
industry  continues  to  have  problems.  Lack  of  liquidity, 
inputs,  and  mill  replacement  parts  continues  to  plague 
the  industry.  An  exportable  production  of  380,000 
tons  is  forecast  for  1978  compared  with  estimated 
exports  of  430,000  tons  in  1977.  During  January- 
August  1977,  167,000  tons  out  of  total  exports  of 
180,000  tons  were  shipped  to  the  United  States.  The 
remainder  went  to  Portugal. 

Venezuela.  Output  is  expected  to  recover  in 
1977/78  from  the  low  level  of  1976/77.  However, 
consumption  will  also  increase  and  imports  of  100.000 
tons  are  expected.  Under  a  recently  approved  bonus 
system,  cane  producers  next  year  will  receive  the 
equivalent  of  $4.67  for  each  ton  of  cane  delivered  over 
and  above  the  previous  year's  delivery,  provided  it 
meets  the  minimum  sugar  yield  requirement. 

Excess  mill  capacity  is  estimated  at  around  40 
percent.  A  new  refinery  is  planned  in  the  State  of 
Apure. 


EUROPE 


SOUTH  AMERICA 

Output  is  expected  to  increase  by  nearly  10  percent 
in  South  America  in  1977/78  over  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Argentina.  A  modest  rise  in  production  is  forecast 
for  1977/78.  Although  the  area  harvested  is  the  same 
as  last  year's,  improved  weather  conditions  will  likely 
result  in  better  yields.  The  exportable  surplus  in 
1977/78  is  about  15  percent  greater  than  the  550.000 
tons  exported  during  1976/77.  Internal  sugar  prices  are 


Total  sugar  production  in  Europe,  excluding  the 
USSR,  is  expected  to  be  up  about  900,000  tons  in 
1977/78.  The  beet  crop  in  Western  Europe  has  been 
generally  good  and  higher  output  is  expected  in  several 
countries  of  Eastern  Europe.  The  USSR  was  able  to 
complete  its  sugar  beet  harvest  before  any  significant 
freeze,  and  extraction  rates  are  reasonably  good. 

European  Community.  Output  of  sugar  in  the  EC  in 
1977/78  is  expected  to  be  600,000  tons  above  that  of 
last  year.  EC  production  quotas  were  raised  and  the 
intervention  price  for  most  white  sugar  was  set  at  the 


equivalent  of  18.61  U.S.  cents  per  pound  for  1977/78, 
slightly  below  the  18.79  cents  per  pound  of  1976/77, 
but  well  above  world  prices.  Although  planted  hectares 
decreased,  sugar  beet  yields  were  higher.  Consumption 
is  estimated  at  9.3  million  tons  in  1977/78  compared 
with  production  of  11.1  million  tons.  Imports  from 
ACP  (African,  Caribbean,  and  Pacific)  countries  under 
the  Lome  Convention  will  add  another  1.5  million  tons 
to  EC  supplies,  making  an  exportable  surplus  of  about 
3  million  tons. 

France.  With  nearly  a  1 -million-ton  increase  in 
1977/78  production  from  last  year's,  France  again  will 
be  by  far  the  leading  EC  sugar  producer.  Weather 
conditions  in  the  1977/78  growing  season  were  much 
more  favorable  than  a  year  earlier  when  France  had 
severe  dry  conditions.  Since  domestic  sugar  consump- 
tion will  not  rise  more  than  5  percent  in  1977/78  and 
imports  from  overseas  territories  will  refine  out  at 
about  350,000  tons,  the  surplus  is  expected  to  nearly 
double  last  year's.  Of  2.6  million  tons  of  refined  sugar 
available  for  export,  only  about  400,000  tons  can  be 
marketed  within  the  EC.  The  rest  will  either  have  to  go 
to  third  countries  or  into  stocks.  Since  the  EC  did  not 
indicate  that  it  will  accept  the  new  International  Sugar 
Agreement,  at  least  during  the  early  part  of  1978, 
France  is  not  bound  by  Agreement  export  quotas. 

West  Germany.  Expected  production  of  2.7  million 
tons  in  1977/78  is  almost  the  same  as  last  year's.  A 
"rainy  summer  resulted  in  high  beet  weights,  but 
relatively  low  sugar  content.  The  19.5  million  tons  of 
beets  harvested  was  a  record,  but  the  extraction  rate 
was  only  an  estimated  12.9  percent.  The  harvested  area 
was  also  slightly  reduced  from  that  of  a  year  ago 
because  of  less  attractive  prices.  The  exportable  surplus 
will  be  even  larger  in  1977/78,  about  600,000  tons  Of 
refined  sugar,  due  to  relatively  large  stocks  and  sluggish 
consumption. 

Italy.  The  area  planted  this  year  was  reduced  some 
22  percent  because  of  continuous  wet  conditions  as 
well  as  relatively  less  favorable  prices.  The  fungus 
"cercospora"  also  attacked  leaves  and  reduced  sugar 
content.  As  a  result,  1977/78  output  is  32  percent 
below  last  year's.  Imports  in  1977/78  are  expected  to 
be  about  double  the  level  of  a  year  earlier.  However, 
a  favorable  minimum  grower  price  has  been  announced 
for  the  coming  season,  and  planted  area  is  expected  to 
recover  by  13-15  percent  in  1978/79. 

United  Kingdom.  A  bumper  beet  crop  is  expected 
this  year  after  3  years  of  reduced  output.  Top  growth 
was  good  while  sugar  content  is  an  estimated  16.5 
percent.  Imports  are  expected  to  total  1.8  million  tons 
in  1977/78,  compared  with  2.1  million  a  year  earlier. 
The  British  Sugar  Corporation  plans  to  supply  over  half 
the  domestic  sugar  market  by  1980,  and  area  is 
expected  to  increase  from  the  currently  contracted 
202,000  hectares  to  220.000  hectares  by  the  same 
year. 


Spain.  Beginning  sugar  stocks  were  large  in  1977/78 
following  the  bumper  crop  of  1976/77.  Because  of 
reduced  area,  the  sugar  outturn  is  smaller  in  1977/78 
than  a  year  earlier.  Despite  the  likelihood  of  exports 
for  the  first  time  in  several  years,  ending  stocks  will  be 
increased  to  around  740,000  tons,  raw  value.  Import 
commitments  amount  to  some  110,000  tons  during 
1977/78. 

Poland.  Estimated  beet  area  in  1977/78  is  about 
550,000  hectares,  11  percent  above  that  of  a  year 
earlier.  Beet  yields  are  an  estimated  29.2  tons  per 
hectare.  Beet  production  will  total  around  16  million 
tons  and  sugar  output  is  expected  to  reach  2.2  million 
tons,  10  percent  above  last  year's.  Daily  processing 
capacity  is  reported  to  have  been  increased  by  5,500 
tons  over  that  of  1976/77. 

USSR.  The  1977/78  sugar  outturn  is  much  im- 
proved and  will  be  nearly  2  million  tons  above  last 
year's.  Fewer  imports  will  be  required  in  1978  than  in 
1977,  when  3.5  million  tons  were  obtained  from  Cuba 
and  600,000  tons  were  purchased  from  the  Philippines. 
These  large  imports  were  needed  to  satisfy  domestic 
requirements  of  about  1  1  million  tons. 

Weather  was  largely  instrumental  in  this  year's 
bigger  crop.  Production  zones  were  free  of  severe 
freezes  until  after  harvest.  Also,  incentives  to  greater 
production  were  provided  including  the  payment  of 
bonuses  for  harvest  before  September  15,  for  overful- 
fillment  of  plan  (US$40.00  per  ton  of  beets),  and  for 
above-average  sugar  content.  Extraction  rates  are 
believed  to  be  normal  although  the  growing  season  was 
shortened  somewhat.  More  trucks  were  provided  for 
transporting  beets  to  the  factories.  Reportedly,  beets 
also  came  to  the  processing  plants  much  cleaner  this 
year  than  last.  The  outturn  of  an  estimated  9.3  million 
tons  makes  the  USSR  again  the  world's  leading 
producer  both  of  beet  sugar  and  of  centrifugal  sugar  in 
1977/78. 


AFRICA 

Total  sugar  production  in  Africa  is  forecast  at  6.5 
million  tons  in  1977/78,  up  3  percent  from  that  of  a 
year  ago. 

Egypt.  Output  will  be  nearly  the  same  in  1977/78  as 
a  year  earlier.  Imports  of  around  100,000  tons  will  be 
required.  Sugar  is  rationed  in  Egypt  in  order  to  hold 
down  import  requirements.  Any  increase  in  production 
will  require  large  amounts  of  capital  investment.  Yields 
of  sugarcane  remain  low  because  of  a  rising  water  table 
and  a  shortage  of  chemical  fertilizers.  A  project  to 
grow  sugar  beets  in  the  Delta  area  is  under  develop- 
ment, and  the  first  land  for  the  project  has  become 
available.  Ultimately,  100,000  tons  of  beet  sugar  are  to 
be  produced. 


Mauritius.  Production  in  1977/78  will  be  down 
slightly,  due  mainly  to  problems  with  insects.  Since 
consumption  is  limited,  most  of  the  crop  is  available 
for  export. 

South  Africa.  South  Africa  is  by  far  the  largest  sugar 
producer  in  Africa.  Production  should  reach  2.1 
million  tons  in  1977/78  and  since  consumption  is 
expected  to  be  down,  the  exportable  surplus  will  be  at 
least  1  million  tons.  Japan,  now  the  primary  destina- 
tion for  South  Africa's  sugar  exports,  took  one-half  of 
the  total  in  1976/77;  other  major  purchasers  were 
Canada  and  the  United  States. 

Output  is  expanding  due  to  cane  development 
programs,  increased  milling  capacity,  and  fewer  tech- 
nical problems  in  the  mills.  The  area  devoted  to 
sugarcane  is  gradually  increasing  as  are  cane  yields. 

ASIA  AND  OCEANIA 

Sugar  production  will  be  down  in  Asia  in  1977/78 
from  that  of  a  year  ago,  but  will  be  about  the  same  in 
Oceania. 

People's  Republic  of  China.  Output  of  both  cane 
and  beet  sugar  is  expected  to  expand  in  1977/78  to  an 
estimated  total  of  2.75  million  tons,  compared  with 
2.6  million  last  year.  PRC  purchases  of  sugar  in  1977 
were  reportedly  much  higher  than  the  usual  import 
level  of  500,000-600,000  tons.  Purchases  from  Aus- 
tralia were  at  least  260,000  tons.  An  understanding  was 
reached  with  the  Philippines  for  the  delivery  of 
250,000  tons  in  1977  and  50,000  tons  annually  for  the 
next  4  years.  Thailand  delivered  about  400,000  tons  in 
1977. 

India.  Production  of  centrifugal  sugar  will  be  an 
estimated  6  million  tons  in  1977/78,  about  the  same  as 
the  bumper  crop  of  the  year  before.  However,  even 
after  bad  weather  in  some  areas,  expanded  harvested 
area  together  with  better  than  expected  yields  may 
result  in  a  significant  rise  in  the  final  production  figure. 
Despite  the  prospects  of  another  good  sugar  outturn, 
exports  may  not  increase  to  any  great  extent.  Foreign 
exchange  reserves  are  reportedly  adequate  and  em- 
phasis is  being  placed  on  augmenting  domestic  supplies 
to  restrain  inflation.  Production  of  gur  (noncentrifugal) 
sugar  in  1977/78  will  probably  be  slightly  above  last 
year's  in  India. 

Japan.  Sugar  production  is  expected  to  be  up  a 
modest  2  percent  in  1977/78.  However,  sugar  con- 
sumption will  also  rise  and  imports  are  expected  to 
reach  2.5  million  tons,  an  increase  of  10  percent 
compared  to  the  previous  year's. 

A  continuing  problem  has  been  the  Australia-Japan 
5-year  contract  calling  for  shipments  of  600,000  tons 
of  sugar  to  Japan  annually,  beginning  in  1975,  at  a 
relatively  high  price.  Since  the  contract  was  signed, 
world  prices  have  dropped  considerably.  Negotiations 
were  underway  for  some  time  to  arrive  at  a  revised 
price  and   delivery  schedule  and  it  is  reported  that  a 


settlement  on  the  issue  has  been  reached.  At  the  time 
of  writing,  no  details  on  the  settlement  were  available. 

Philippines.  A  15  percent  drop  in  production  is 
expected  in  1977/78.  Low  sugar  prices  caused  pro- 
ducers to  reduce  inputs  of  fertilizer  and  chemicals,  so 
that  yields  were  lower  despite  an  increase  in  harvested 
area.  Excessive  rainfall  during  the  harvest,  particularly 
in  Negros,  is  resulting  in  lower  sugar  content.  Although 
some  marginal  land  has  been  taken  out  of  production, 
the  area  planted  to  sugarcane  has  increased  because  of 
the  opening  of  areas  to  service  four  new  mills. 

Exportable  production  is  forecast  at  1.75  million 
tons  in  1977/78.  The  Philippines  has  a  basic  export 
tonnage  of  1 .4  million  tons  under  the  International 
Sugar  Agreement.  However,  unless  world  prices  im- 
prove, this  quota  would  be  only  about  1.15  million 
tons  in  1978  and  the  Philippines  has  already  contracted 
for  delivery  of  1.55  million  tons  during  that  year.  A 
large  part  of  this  is  destined  for  the  United  States  and 
the  rest  has  been  sold  to  Algeria,  Iraq,  and,  reportedly, 
Japan. 

Thailand.  For  the  first  time  in  several  years, 
Thailand's  production  is  down  largely  because  of 
drought.  Harvested  area  and  yields  are  lower,  although 
planted  area  was  near  last  year's  level.  Despite  the 
reduced  output,  Thailand  will  have  an  exportable 
production  of  1.4  million  tons. 

Australia.  Another  good  cane  crop  is  being  har- 
vested in  1977/78.  Although  yields  are  down  slightly,  a 
greater  area  is  being  harvested  and  sugar  content  is 
higher  than  a  year  ago.  This  is  primarily  because  of  dry 
weather  during  the  growing  and  harvesting  seasons. 

Australia's  basic  export  quota  under  the  Inter- 
national Sugar  Agreement  is  2.35  million  tons.  Export- 
able production  at  the  present  level  of  output  is  about 
2.6  million  tons.  In  1977/78  this  excess  could  be  used 
to  build  up  Australia's  ISA  stock  requirements,  which 
have  been  set  at  a  total  of  400,000  tons  over  the  next  3 
years.  In  the  future,  however,  the  level  of  output  may 
have  to  be  cut  back  slightly  to  keep  Australia  within 
the  terms  of  the  Agreement. 


Molasses 

Mexico.  No  change  is  expected  in  molasses  output 
in  Mexico  in  1977/78  from  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
Molasses  exports  to  the  United  States  declined  by  28 
percent  during  the  first  7  months  of  1977  compared 
with  the  same  period  in  1976. 

United  States.  Continental  molasses  production  is 
expected  to  decrease  an  estimated  13  percent  in 
1977/78  from  that  of  a  year  earlier.  Hawaii's  estimated 
output  is  unchanged,  but  Puerto  Rico's  is  down  by  9 
percent.  U.S.  imports  in  1976  were  2.3  million  tons, 
well  above  the  1.6  million  tons  imported  in  1975.  In 
1977,  imports  are  expected  to  be  down  from  those  of  a 
year  earlier. 


Brazil.  Molasses  production  will  increase  in 
1977/78.  Exports  of  molasses  totaled  711,000  tons 
during  1976/77  and  are  expected  to  be  considerably 
larger  in  1977/78. 

France.  Output  is  expected  to  reach  an  estimated 
1.1  million  tons  in  1977/78.  Most  of  this  will  presum- 
ably be  consumed  in  France. 

USSR.  Following  the  bumper  sugar  crop  of 
1977/78,  molasses  output  is  also  expected  to  be  at  a 
high  level.  Production  of  molasses  in  the  USSR  will 
almost  equal  that  of  Brazil  in  1977/78. 

India.  Molasses  production  will  be  nearly  the  same 
in  1977/78  as  a  year  earlier.  Some  molasses  exports  are 
usually  authorized  and  in  1976,  totaled  52,000  tons. 
Imports  are  insignificant. 

Japan.  Most  of  Japan's  molasses  supply  is  imported. 
In  1977/78,  imports  are  expected  to  be  1.1  million 
tons,  compared  with  1.0  million  tons  the  year  before. 

Philippines.  In  the  last  2  years,  molasses  output  has 
declined  along  with  sugar  production.  In  1977/78, 
molasses  production  is  estimated  at  830,000  tons,  10 
percent  below  the  previous  year's. 

Thailand.  Production  of  molasses  is  decreasing  for 
the  first  time  in  several  years.  Exports  will  increase  to 
about  800,000  tons  in  1977/78  as  beginning  stocks 
were  ample. 

Australia.  Little  change  in  molasses  output  is  fore- 
cast in  1977/78.  Exports  probably  will  decline,  how- 
ever, because  of  increased  domestic  consumption. 

The  New  International 
Sugar  Agreement 

The  new  International  Sugar  Agreement  (ISA)  is 
expected  to  enter  into  force  on  a  provisional  basis  on 
January  1,  1978.  The  Agreement  is  to  run  for  5  years 
and  may  be  extended  an  additional  2  years.  The  price 
range  established  in  the  new  ISA  is  1 1  to  21  cents  per 
pound  and  will  be  defended  by  export  quotas  and 
stock  accumulation  and  release.  The  price  range  is 
subject  to  review  and  possible  adjustment  during  the 
life  of  the  Agreement. 

Export  quotas  or  entitlements  are  established  for 
each  ISA  member  that  exports  to  the  free  market.  The 


quotas  are  known  as  basic  export  tonnages,  or  BET's, 
and  will  be  applicable  the  first  2  years  of  the 
Agreement. 

For  the  third  and  subsequent  years  of  the  Agree- 
ment, individual  BET's  will  be  renegotiated.  If  there  is 
no  satisfactory  outcome  of  these  negotiations,  a 
formula  giving  significant  weight  to  export  perform- 
ance will  be  automatically  utilized  to  determine 
quotas. 

Any  exporting  member  that  ships  less  than  70,000 
metric  tons  per  year  will  not  have  a  fixed  quota  and 
will  not  be  required  to  put  sugar  into  special  stocks.  A 
hardship  fund  is  available  to  small  exporters  who 
temporarily  need  to  make  shipments  that  are  larger 
than  the  amount  they  are  entitled  to  export. 

In  a  rising  price  situation,  export  quotas  will  be 
suspended  at  15  cents  per  pound.  In  a  falling  price 
situation,  quotas  would  be  instituted  at  14  cents  per 
pound.  Between  these  prices  and  the  floor  price  there 
will  be  progressive  reductions  or  increases  in  the  quotas 
up  to  a  total  of  15  percent  depending  on  the 
movement  of  the  market  price.  If  the  price  remains 
below  1 1  cents  for  75  market  days,  an  additional  cut 
of  2.5  percent  in  quotas  would  be  instituted. 

When  prices  are  between  1 1  and  21  cents,  importing 
countries  will  undertake  to  limit  their  purchases  from 
nonmember  countries,  as  a  group,  to  75  percent  of  the 
amount  purchased  during  a  historical  period.  If  prices 
are  below  1 1  cents,  the  level  would  be  55  percent.  All 
limitations  on  imports  from  nonmembers  would  be 
removed  if  prices  rise  above  the  Agreement  ceiling. 

Special  stocks  are  to  be  accumulated  while  quotas 
are  in  effect  at  a  rate  of  at  least  1  million  tons  in  each 
of  the  Agreement's  first  2  years  and  the  remainder  to 
total  2.5  million  tons  in  the  third  year.  The  amount  to 
be  stocked  by  each  export  member  is  in  proportion  to 
its  share  of  the  total  export  quota.  However,  there  will 
be  marginal  relief  from  stockpiling  for  exporters  with 
quotas  between  70,000  and  180,000  tons. 

It  is  believed  that  enough  signatures  will  be  obtained 
to  allow  the  Agreement  to  come  into  force  on 
January  1,  1978.  A  number  of  countries,  including  the 
United  States,  may  sign  subject  to  later  parliamentary 
approval.
